Matthew. — Bring forth therefore fruit worthy 
of repentance. ... He shall baptize yon with 
the Holy Ghost and with fire : whose fan ia in 
His hand, and He will throughly cleanse His 
threshing-floor ; and He will gather His wheat 
into the garner, but the chaff He will burn up 
with unquenchable fire. 

Blessed are the merciful : for they shall ob- 
tain mercy. . . . Ye are the salt of the earth. 
. . . Ye are the light of the world. A city set 
on a bill cannot be hid. 

Giro us this day our daily bread. . . . Lay 
up for yourselves treasure* in heaven. , . . No 

When He saw the multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion for them, because they were 
distressed and scattered. 

Freely ye received, freely give. ... It is 
enongh for the disciple that he be as his teacher, 
and the servant as his lord. . . . What I tell 
you in the darkness, speak ye in the light. . . . 
Whosoever shall give to drink unto one of these 
little ones a cup of cold water only, in the name 
of a disciple, verily I say unto you, he shall in 
no wise lose his reward. 

Come unto me all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden. 

Every city or house divided against itself 
shall not stand. . . . Whosoever shall do the 
will of my Father which is in heaven, he is my 
brother. 

The care of the world, and the deceitfuluess 
of riches, choke the word. . . . Having found 
one pearl of great price, he went and sold all 
that he had, and bought it. 

But in vain do they worship me, teaching as 
their doctrines the precepts of men. 

Whosoever therefore shall humble himself as 
this little child, the same is the greater in the 
kingdom of heaven. 

Every one that hath left houses, or brethren, 
or sisters, or father, or mother, or children, or 
lands, for my name's sake, shall receive a hun- 
dredfold, and shall inherit eternal life. But 
many shall be last that are first ; and first that 
are last. 

Whosoever would be first among you shall be 
your servant ; even at the Son of man came not 
to he ministered unto, but to minister. 

Be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your 
teacher, and all ye are brethren. . . . The 
weightier matters of the law, judgment, and 
mercy, and faith. 

In those days which were before the flood 



they were eating and drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage. 

They that were ready went in with him to 
the marriage feast. . . . Thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will set thee over many 
things : enter thou into the joy of thy lord. . . . 
Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of these my 
brethren, even these least, ye did it nnto me. 

Go tell my brethren. . . . Go ye therefore, 
and make disciples of [or be disciples for] all the 
nations, baptising them into [or for] the name 
of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy 
Ghost : teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I commanded you : and lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world. 

Romans. — Called to be Jesus Christ's. . . . 
Called to be saints. . . . That 1 with yon may 
be comforted in yon, each of us by the other's 
faith. 

Despisest thou the riches of His goodness and 
forbearance and longsuffering, not knowing that 
the goodness of God leadeth thee to repentance T 
. . . Of the heart, in the spirit, not in the letter. 

We serve in newness of the spirit, and not in 
olduess of the letter. 

If children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ ; if so be that we suffer 
with Him, that we may be also glorified with 
Him. 

A zeal for God, but not according to know- 
ledge. . . . How shall they hear without a 
preacher! and how shall they preach, except 
they be sent? 

Toward thee, God's goodness, if tliou continue 
in his goodness ! otherwise thou also shalt be 

I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, to present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable to God, which is your 
reasonable service. And be not fashioned ac- 
cording to this world : bat be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind. ... As we 
have many members in one body, and all the 
members have not the same office : so we, who 
are many, are one body in Christ, and severally 
members one of another. And having gifts 
differing according to the grace that was given 
to us. ... He that giveth, let him do it with 
singleness ; he that ruleth, with diligence ; he 
that nheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. Let 
love be without hypocrisy. Abhor that which 
ia evil ; cleave to that which is good. In love 
of the brethren be tenderly affectioned one to 
another ; in honour preferring one another. . . .

Communicating to the necessities of the saints ; 
given to hospitality. . . . Rejoice with them 
that rejoice ; weep with them that weep. Be 
of the same mind one toward another. Set not 
your mind on high things, but condescend to 
things, [or them] that are lowly, ... If it be 
possible, as much as. in yon lieth, be at peace 
with all men. 

Put ye on the Lord Jeans Christ, and make 
not provision for the flesh. 

Him that is weak in faith, receive ye. . . . 
Who art thou that judges t the servant of an- 
other! to his own lord he standeth or falleth. 
Yea, he shall be made to stand ; for the Lord 
hath power to make him stand. . . .

Acti. — There were added unto them in that 
day about three thousand souls. And they 
continued stedfastly in the apostles' teaching 
and fellowship, in the breaking of bread and the 
prayers. . . . Being let go, they came to their own 
company, and reported all that the chief priests 
and the elders had said unto them. . . .

And the multitude of them that be- 
lieved were of one heart and soul : and not one 
of them said that aught of the things which he 
possessed was his own; bat they had all things 
common. . . . Neither was there among them 
any that lacked. . . . When they were come, 
and had gathered the church together, they re- 
hearsed all things that God had done with 

Corirtthiati*. — That ye all speak the same 
thing, and that there be no divisions among 
you ; but that ye be perfected together in the 
same mind and in the same judgment. ... In 
the name of our Lord Jesus, ye being gathered 
together, and my spirit, with the power of onr 
Lord Jesus, to deliver such a one unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that the spirit 
may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. . . . 
That we, who are many, are one [loaf or] bread, 
one body. . . . When ye come together in the 
church, I hear that divisions exist among you ; 
and I partly believe it For there must be also 
heresies among you, that they which are ap- 
proved may be made manifest among you. 
When therefore ye assemble yourselves together, 
it is not possible to eat the Lord's supper. . . . 
In one spirit were we all baptised into one body. 
, . . There should be do schism in the body ;■ 



but that the members should have the same care 
one for another. And whether one member 
suffereth, all the members suffer with it ; or one 
member is honoured, all the members rejoice 
with it. . . . If therefore the whole church be 
assembled together. ... If all prophesy, and 
there come in one unbelieving or unlearned, he 
is reproved by all. . . . Wherefore, my brethren, 
desire earnestly to prophesy. ... Be not un- 
equally yoked with unbelievers. . . . For we 
are a temple of the living God. . . . Your 
abundance being a supply at this present time 
for their want, that their abundance also may 
become a supply for your want; that there may 
be equality. - . . Salute one another with i 
holy kiss. All the saints salute you. 

Galalians. — The right hands of fellowship. 
... As we have opportunity, let us work that 
which is good toward all men, and especially 
toward them that are of the household of the 
faith. 

BpJiteiam. — In whom each several building, 
fitly framed together, groweth into a holy 
temple in the Lord ; in whom ye also are 
builded together for a habitation of God in the 
Spirit. . . . Giving diligence to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace. There ii 
one body, and one Spirit, even as also ye were 
called in one hope of your calling; one Lord, 
one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of 
all who is over all, and through all and in all 
. . . Subjecting yourselves one to another in the 
fear of Christ. . . . Supplication for all the 

Pkilippians.— That ye be of the same mind, 
having the same love, being of one accord, of 
one mind ; doing nothing through faction or

Forget not to 
shew love unto strangers ; for thereby some 
have entertained angels unawares. Remember 
them that are in bonds, as bound with them; 
them that are evil entreated, as being yourselves 
also in the body. . . . Salute all them that 
have the rule over you, and all the saints. 

Jamee.—lt there come into your synagogue a 
man with a gold ring, in fine clothing, and there 
come in also a poor man in vile clothing ; and 
ye have regard to him that weareth the fine 
clothing, and say, Sit thou here in a good place ; 
and ye say to the poor man. Stand thou there, 
or sit under my footstool ; are ye not divided

Peter. — Unto unfeigned love of the brethren,

the strength which God snpplieth. . . . All of 
you gird yourselves with humility, to serve one 
another. 

John. — We know that we have passed out of 
death into life, because we love the brethren.
